Why are government officials protecting an Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement Agent who almost killed an innocent Anaheim man? 


F or one, trigger-happy federal agent in Orange 

County, Dec. 1, 2011, was a day he should’ve stayed 
in bed.

Officials inside the Anaheim Police Department know 
the agent’s name and what he did that unnecessarily put 
dozens of kids in life-threatening 
danger, but they are also protect¬ 
ing his identity. 

Law-enforcement officials have 
been content to let the bizarre 
incident remain a public mystery. 
But there is a problem. There were 
eyewitnesses, and at least one of 
them is demanding answers. It’s 
an understandable position. The 
federal agent’s bullet—the one 
that struck a crowded Anaheim 
elementary school and caused 
an emergency lockdown—was 
intended to kill or seriously maim him. 

It has been four months since a shocked Danny 
Noriega, a 28-year-old union carpenter, faced the barrel 
of a gun and a lethal bullet speeding his way. I recently 
stood with Noriega on the exact spot where he says his life 
almost ended and asked him what prompted the shooting. 

“That’s what I’d like to know,” said Noriega, who was 
born at UC Irvine Medical Center in Orange. “I’ve done 
nothing wrong. I’m not wanted [by police or immigration 
authorities] for anything.” 

The incident—just minutes away from Disneyland— 
began unremarkably: He’d dropped off his girlfriend’s son in 
a parking lot across the street from Westmont Elementary 
School in Anaheim. He was waiting at a stop sign behind 


another vehicle to exit when the unimaginable happened. 

“I hear the screech of breaks, and this guy jumps 
out of his car, points a gun at me and shoots,” Noriega 
recalled about the casually dressed, sunglasses-sporting, 
tall, Caucasian driving an unmarked sedan. “He didn’t 
say nothing. He just jumps out and shoots.” 

Fearing for his life, the unarmed Noriega frantically 
drove around the vehicle ahead of him at the stop sign, 
sped down several streets by the Anaheim Plaza Shop¬ 
ping Center and onto the 5 freeway. 

“All I could think of was T got to find help, get protec¬ 
tion from the police,”’ said Noriega. “I didn’t know if he 
was going to try to shoot me again.” 

That day, he’d forgotten to bring his cell phone, so he 
drove north on the 5 to find a payphone from which he 
could call for help. At a Chevron gas station at Beach 
Boulevard and Auto Center Drive, he borrowed the busi¬ 
ness’ cordless phone to dial 911. 

“Can I get the [police] over here,” an obviously 
unnerved Noriega told the 911 operator at the Buena 
Park Police Department, according to an audio recording 
reviewed by the Weekly. “I dropped off my girlfriend’s 
kid at school, and some detective shot at me. He put his 
front [police] lights on [his dashboard] and took a gun¬ 
shot at me, and I don’t know why.” 

Noriega assumed the arrival 70 seconds later of a swarm 
of nearly a dozen patrol units and Anaheim’s police heli¬ 
copter would guarantee his safety. After all, he’d been shot 
at without warning, called 911, been honest about events 
and stayed put until cops arrived. But he assumed wrong. 

“A cop told me to get on the ground, and he put hand¬ 
cuffs on me,” he said. “They were acting like I was the 
bad guy. They asked me why I left the [shooting] scene. 

I said, What? You think I should stay so he can take 
another shot at me? I don’t think so.’” 

After about 15 minutes, the ICE agent who shot at him 


arrived at the Chevron, where Noriega had been placed 
in the back of a Buena Park police vehicle. He recalled 
that the same agent had walked by him at his apartment 
complex days earlier without saying a word to him. 

“[At the gas station,] I thought he was going to say, 
‘Sorry, this is a case of mistaken identity,’ but he doesn’t 
say anything to me,” he said. “The other ICE agents are 
looking at a picture, looking at me and looking back at 
the picture. I could see them shaking their heads ‘no’ 
because I wasn’t the guy they were looking for. But they 
wouldn’t let me go. They called me a suspect.” 

For the next 10 hours, authorities knew they had 
captured the wrong man but nevertheless kept an inno¬ 
cent Noriega in custody, fingerprinted him, rummaged 
through his vehicle and, without bothering to get a court 
order, searched his home. 

Rather than admit they’d erred, officials apparently 
tried to cover up their incompetence by threatening to 
charge Noriega with—drum roll, please—attempted mur¬ 
der of a law-enforcement officer. 

“[The ICE shooter] said I tried to run him over,” 
Noriega said. “That’s not true. That’s nuts. All I did was 
try to get away from a man shooting at me for no reason.” 

The assertion against Noriega was dishonest, a fact 
underscored by two glaring points. If authorities really 
thought he’d tried to kill one of their own, he’d still be 
in jail facing as many criminal charges as they could file. 
They also wouldn’t have given him a courtesy ride home, 
picked up all the costs of his impounded SUV and made 
apologetic statements. 

In the aftermath, Anaheim PD and ICE have refused 
to tell Nick O’Malley, Noriega’s attorney, what happened 
or identity the shooter. Over government objections, 
O’Malley is seeking to enforce a subpoena to get answers. 
Officials say they are entitled to keep the information a 
secret because, they claim, there’s an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion into filing charges against Noriega. 

Both assertions are malarkey. Government officials 
know exactly what happened. This unidentified ICE 
agent, who hadn’t done adequate preparation work, pre¬ 
maturely locked himself into the erroneous belief that 
he’d found a fugitive, failed to identify himself in an inci¬ 
dent he provoked near an elementary school, fired his 
weapon at an unarmed person, lost the suspect, and then 
looked for an excuse to mask his own incompetence. 

How can I make such a statement? Even before 
Noriega made his 911 call, Anaheim PD officials knew 
ICE had botched the operation. One police official with 
insider knowledge described the shooting as “FUBAR”— 
fucked up beyond all recognition. 

ICE and Anaheim PD won’t admit it publicly, but the 
man they’d been looking for wasn’t Noriega, the father 
of a 4-year-old girl. They’d been looking for Juan Carlos 
Alcala, a 38-year-old, Costa Mesa-based, major interna¬ 
tional cocaine dealer and fugitive with a federal warrant 
for his arrest. At the time the ICE agent took his shot at 
Noriega, Alcala was more than 120 miles south in Mexico. 

Nine days after the Noriega fiasco, immigrant officials 
finally got the right man when Alcala crossed into the U.S. 
Earlier this month in a federal court in Texas, he pleaded 
guilty to cocaine-distribution and money-laundering 
counts. Whenever he’s sentenced, he’ll face a maximum 
punishment of life in prison, plus $8.5 million in fines. 

Still, despite the dramatic developments, Noriega 
and O’Malley remain in the dark. Officials won’t tell 
them what happened, except that the mystery agent 
remains on the job. On April 17, Orange County Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge William Monroe will decide whether 
to force the government to come clean.

The Pentecostals of OC hoot ’n’ holler ’n’ howl 

for the Holy Ghost 


H oly Hell, what a church service! 

Led by Pastor Mark Pryor, The 
Pentecostals of OC got jiggy 
for Jesus on a recent Wednesday night, 
speaking in tongues, quaking in the Holy 
Ghost, and yes, sprinting around the 
sanctuary in a little converted industrial 
space at the corner of Katella Avenue 
and Batavia Street in Orange. 

A look-alike for legendary college- 
hoops coach Rick Majerus, Pryor’s 
booming voice was accented with the 
pulled-pork flavor of Boss Hogg as he 
punctuated his orgasmic proclamations 
with down-home “uhs.” 

“I wanna preach somebody up out of a 
ditch-uh!” he thundered. "I wanna preach 
somebody up out of a valley-uh! I wanna 
preach somebody up out-uh of a drudgery- 
uh! I wanna preach somebody up out of a 
difficulty-uh! I wanna preach somebody 
up out-uh of a dry season in your life-uh! I 
wanna preach somebody up out-uh of the 
wilderness you been goin’ through-uh! I 
wanna preach somebody up out-uh of the 
storm-uh that has been blowin’ around 
you-uh. I have come tonight-uh to declare- 
uh in the Holy Ghost-uh that there is a 
restoration-uh of joy-uh that God wants to 
send-uh in this building tonight-uh!” 

The OCeeker arrived just as the Pente¬ 
costals of OC were lubing themselves up 
with some clapping that could be heard 
from the parking lot. The interior of the 
building was painted two shades of tan, 
with purple seats filling the main room. 
White columns pressed against a wall that 
backed a stage adorned with a white pul¬ 
pit that resembled Roman architecture. 

An eight-member band lit into some 
praise and worship. Four Mexican women 
sang, including Pastor Mark’s wife, 
Debbie, who tickled the keyboard and 
appeared to be close to tears during the 
pounding, drawn-out songs. 

Not two minutes into the first ditty, the 
mostly Mexican congregation of around 
30 worshippers was a-hootin’, a-hollerin’ 
and a-howlin’ in the Holy Ghost. It was 
hard to believe we were across the street 
from Lamps Plus and 10 minutes away 
from an Anaheim Ducks game, not 
across a creek from Moonshine Plus and 
five minutes away from Shickered City. 

But Pryor promised we wouldn’t be 
shickered on shine.

Pastor Mark promised we would get 
hooched-up on the Holy Ghost: a We’re 
not drunk, as ye suppose; we’re just filled 
with the Holy Ghost!” 

Dressed in black slacks and a long- 
sleeved, dark-blue shirt that was soon 
drenched with sweat, Pryor’s bald head 
beaded with perspiration from the get-go 
as he pronounced the place a little juke 
joint of joy. The saints stood, danced, 
clapped and spoke in tongues. Pryor read 
a few Scriptures, including Hebrews 
12:2, which says we are to look unto 


Jesus, “the 
author and 
finisher of our 
faith; who for 
the joy that 
was set before 
him endured 
the cross, 
despising the 
shame, and is 
set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God.” 

Now, Pryor and the Pentecostals of 
OC are a United Pentecostal Church, 
meaning they take their cues from the 
second chapter of the Book of Acts, 
in which the first Christians spoke in 
tongues and tongues of fire rested upon 
their heads as a sign of the outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost on the church. 

In other words, they’re into mayhem. 
They shake, rattle and holy roll, with hips 
never going all sexy-like, but instead shuf¬ 
fling forward in a little two-step worthy 
of Al Jolson 

As for Pryor, he was all piss and spirit, 
punching the air, daubing his lathered 
face with a black handkerchief, busting 
out one-legged jigs, and hopping up and 
down the steps of the stage, peppering 
his preaching with tongues and praises:

“It’s not a time to sit around lookin’ like 
a sadsack bump on a dill pickle-uh!” he 
told his congregation. “But it’s a time to 
get up and give God some praise-uh!” 

Pryor controlled the mic as though he 
were Fat Joe, while an elderly Latina 
decided it was time to do laps around the 
sanctuary, seemingly a geriatric bat out 
of Hell, her granny boobs a-bouncin’, her 
Bingo wings a-floppin’, once passing the 
OCeeker with a flaming “Hallelujah!”

RICHARD LEE “DICK” BANEY remembers the excite¬ 
ment he felt in 1963 as a fireballing freshman at 
Anaheim High School. Scouts such as Los Angeles 
Dodgers legend Tommy Lasorda already had their 
eyes on him. "I was told that I’d be the first Mexi¬ 
can signed out of Orange County,” he says. 

He was drafted by the Boston Red Sox three 
years later and went on to devote nine of his 
prime employment years to the game, mostly by 
riding stinky school buses to places such as Roch¬ 
ester, New York; Indianapolis; and Des Moines, 
Iowa. Baney debuted in the big leagues with the 
Seattle Pilots in 1969; his last appearance came 
with the Cincinnati Reds five years later. Career 
highlights included getting a win for the Big Red 
Machine in a 1973 playoff game and striking out 
Henry Aaron twice just a year before Hammerin’ 
Hank broke Babe Ruth’s home-run record. While 
in the Show, Baney compiled a 4-1 record, with 
three saves, 38 strikeouts and a 4.28 ERA. 

After baseball, Baney worked with his father, 
an Orange County developer, then went into the 
oil business and other ventures that proved him 
a natural salesman. He’s now mostly retired as a 
real-estate investor and property manager and 
lives in a nice home a stiff 7-iron from the Tustin 
Ranch Golf Club. 

But many of the guys he played with had no 
such luck post-baseball. Most landed menial 
jobs. They had families to support and no time to 
return to school once they walked away from the 
diamond. Some fell to drug and alcohol abuse. 

Baney doesn’t begrudge current players their 
seven-digit salaries. What does irk him is that a 
game with a $500,000 minimum wage (compared 
to $1,500—or $7,600, allowing for inflation—when 
he played) can’t take better care of the 800 or so 
retirees and wives from his era whom he hears 
from daily, an aging group that exists in a pension- 
and-benefits limbo that has turned the ex-players 
into baseball’s lost boys. 

Due to negotiations over the years between own¬ 
ers and the players’ union, if you played at least five 
years before 1947 or were in the Negro Leagues 
before Jackie Robinson broke the color barrier 
that same year, you receive annual $10,000 pen¬ 
sions, medical benefits and, once you die, coverage 
extended to your spouse or children. For those who 
spent at least 47 days in the bigs from 1980 forward, 
you also get the pension—and medical is extended 
to those who played just one day. But for players 
who clocked less than four full seasons between 
1947 to 1980, there had been nothing. 

If that does not sound unfair, consider this: 

If you were in a big league dugout for just one 
minute in 1980, you are covered medically in your 
golden years. If you pitched your arm out of a 
career after 3.99 years of MLB service by 1979, you 
are not. 

Finding it cruel that those who played fewer 
games before and after they did are covered in their 
golden years—especially Negro Leaguers who were 
never part of Major League Baseball—three former 
ballplayers sued Commissioner Bud Selig and the 
30 team owners in 2002, claiming 1,045 retirees 
were subjected to reverse discrimination. 

The suit and appeal eventually broke baseball’s 
way; publicity and a book about the issue, as 
well as recommendations from the MLB Play¬ 
ers Alumni Association pensions committee, led 
Selig to announce in April 2011 that the Collective 
Bargaining Agreement includes annual annui¬ 
ties up to $10,000 to baseball’s lost boys, paid by 
the league and the Players Association—through 
2016. Since MLB is not legally obligated to cover 
them and the union does not have to represent 
them, those affected consider the annuities, 
which range from $621 to $9,375 yearly after 
taxes, better than nothing. 

But for those such as Baney, who have been 
working on righting » CONTINUED ON PAGE 14

what they consider a wrong since the 
early 1980s, it was a major-league let¬ 
down, especially when they read about 
current players such as new Angel Albert 
Pujols pulling down $250 million or 
MLB kicking in another $1 million in 
quasi-pensions to 27 Negro Leaguers who 
played after 1950 but never in the bigs, 
on grounds the national pasttime was too 
slow to integrate. 

“Ninety percent of players aren’t 
happy with it,” Baney says of baseball’s 
lost boys. “The others are just happy to 
be getting anything.” 

Over the years, former ballplayers such 
as Baney, Gerry Janeski of Huntington 
Beach, David Clyde of Texas, and Ken 
Wright and Jimmy Hutto of Florida have 
written reams of letters to Hall of Fam- 
ers, spoken out in newspaper accounts 
and on sports talk radio, and, in Baney’s 
case, threatened to picket All-Star games 
on behalf of their baseball brothers who 
are struggling to make ends meet, deal¬ 
ing with medical issues and in some 
cases dying without health coverage. 
They maintain their colleagues deserve 
lifetime $10,000 annual pensions, medi¬ 
cal coverage and benefits extended to 
survivors, just as almost all other baseball 
retirees get. 

“Baseball has the best revenue it has 
ever had,” Baney says. “I realize it’s a 
business; I realize it’s a business that 
does not want to take care of a few play¬ 
ers. So the only chance we have is to 
embarrass baseball.” 

At 65, Baney doesn’t need the retire¬ 
ment money. Though he was up and 
down between the minor and major 
leagues over a nine-year span, Baney is 
officially considered to have one year of 
total MLB service, with the Pilots, Reds 
and Red Sox. That earns him annuity 
checks of $2,400 each. But that’s not the 
point, he says—fairness is. And because 
he has been so vocal, he routinely fields 
phone calls from sick and financially 
strapped retirees who now hope he can 
produce the ultimate late-inning relief. 

“What do I tell all these guys or their 
widows who call every day?” he asks in 
between cough drops. “Why isn’t more 
being done? 

“I feel [the settlement] was a way to 
say, ‘You guys are a bunch of nobodies. 
You never made it big,”’ Baney adds. “But 
who was giving up all these home runs 
to Harmon Killebrew and Willie Mays? I 
was part of it.” 

THE ’47-’80 DISCREPANCY first received 
national attention in 2002, when former 
Houston Colt 45s bonus-baby infielder 
Ernie Fazio, former Met shortstop Al 
Moran and former Chicago White Sox 
catcher Mike Colbern, on behalf of 1,045 
fellow non-vested retirees, sued Selig and 
the 30 Major League Baseball club owners 
for reverse discrimination under Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, which pro¬ 
hibits employment discrimination based 
on race, color, religion, sex and national 
origin. After meetings in Scottsdale, Ari¬ 
zona, in 1997, baseball decided to extend 
retirement and medical coverage to doz¬ 
ens of players from the Negro Leagues

who had been denied entry to the big 
leagues. That decision marked the 50th 
anniversary of Jackie Robinson’s breaking 
the color barrier. 

The 2002 complaint found it dis¬ 
criminatory that MLB paid pensions to 
69 ex-Negro Leaguers while denying 
the same to the predominantly white 
non-vested players. The plaintiffs also 
claimed they deserved medical benefits 
because team doctors and trainers shot 
them full of cortisone. 

Federal Judge Manuel Real in Los 
Angeles dismissed the suit on March 15, 
2004, agreeingwith baseball’s position: 
The Negro Leaguers had not been MLB 
employees, so they could not have ben¬ 
efited from employment discrimination. 
The payments to them were charity, not 
part of a contractual agreement, the judge 
found. But Real also concluded the non- 
vested players “have the higher ground in 

this lawsuit_Their case is just_MLB 

should make things right.” In 2006, the 
U.S. 9th Circuit District Court of Appeal 
in Los Angeles agreed that baseball was 
not guilty of reverse discrimination. 

Baney understands this should not 
have been spun into a black-and-white 
issue. “We’re not saying the blacks should 
not have gotten it; I’m glad they did,” he 
explains. “We’re saying, ‘Why not we, 
too?’ It should be fair for everyone.” 

Doug Gladstone literally wrote the 
book on this: 2010’s A Bitter Cup of Cof¬ 
fee: How MLB and the Players Association 
Threw 874 Retirees a Curve. 

Reached at his upstate New York 
home—in between rounds of fantasy- 
baseball drafts—Gladstone says it was a 
tactical mistake to make the legal case 
about race. “I pointed out when they filed 
this lawsuit saying that Title VII rights 
of mostly Caucasians had been violated 
that, in fact, Herb Washington, one of the 
guys on the Oakland A’s whom the Dodg¬ 
ers’ Mike Marshall picked off in the 1974 
World Series, is part of the non-vested 
group,” says Gladstone. “Last time I 
looked, Herb Washington was black.” 



Other African-Americans among the 
non-vested group include Aaron Pointer, 
who was on the Houston Colt 45s, and 
Bill Harold Boso, a former Cleveland 
Indian who now drags an oxygen tank. 

Gladstone says he always tells Jim 
Acho, the Detroit lawyer who filed the 
suit, “Had this just been handled as an 
employment-benefits issue, it would have 
been a slam dunk.” 

Baney was prepared to picket on behalf 
of baseball’s lost boys outside Angels Sta¬ 
dium before the 2010 All-Star Game, but, 
he says, he backed off after Gary Neibauer 
of the MLB alumni association’s pension 
committee assured him help was on the 
way. His hopes were raised further when, 
in April 2011, the American Association 
of Retired Persons broke a story claim¬ 
ing the ex-players would receive $10,000 
pensions for life, plus medical coverage. 

However, on April 21 of that year, Bud 
Selig announced that as part of the Col¬ 
lective Bargaining Agreement, players 
with no MLB retirement benefits who 
retired between Jan. 1,1947, and Jan. 

1,1980, would receive payments up to 
$10,000 through 2016, jointly paid by 
baseball and the Players Association. 

“Very simply, we felt that this was the 
right thing to do for these former players 
who contributed to our game’s unparal¬ 
leled history,” said Selig, who made no 
mention of medical or survivor benefits. 

Baney and many other retirees were 
underwhelmed, especially once they 
understood the funding formula would

have the vast majority earning a fraction 
of $10,000. Shortly thereafter, Neibauer 
and David Clyde were removed from the 
pensions committee, which was rounded 
out by 91-year-old Eddie Robinson, a 
respected big-league first baseman, scout 
and front-office executive, and Craig 
Skok, a Braves, Rangers and Red Sox 
pitcher who appeared in his last game 
in 1979 but, because Ted Turner allowed 
him to remain on Atlanta’s roster in 1980, 
is fully vested in the pension. Baney 
swears Clyde and Neibauer were yanked 
“because they asked tough questions.” 

In between March thunderstorms in 
North Houston, David Clyde is schooling 
a young pitcher at a baseball academy. He 
knows a thing or three about the pres¬ 
sures of being a young hurler. After going 
18-0 at Westchester High School in Hous¬ 
ton, the lefty was taken with the No. 1 
pick by the Texas Rangers in 1973, receiv¬ 
ing a reported $125,000 signing bonus. On 
June 27,1973—three weeks after graduat¬ 
ing from high school and without a day 
spent in the minors—Clyde started before 
37,000 fans at Arlington Stadium, the 
Rangers’ first sell-out. He won that game 
and the next one. 

Clyde started 18 games that season, 
going 4-8, and 21 the next, for a 3-9 
record, but after an opening loss in 1975, 
he developed arm problems and spent 
most of the next three seasons in the 
minors. He was traded to Cleveland 
before the 1978 season, when he went 8-11 
after 25 starts. He started nine games in 
’79 before being demoted to the minors. 
Clyde was traded back to Texas after the 
1979 season, but then he was released 
before opening day of 1980. He was just 
37 days short of the four years required to 
be fully vested in the pension. 

Asked if he was removed from the 
pensions committee for asking too many 
tough questions, Clyde strikes a diplo¬ 
matic tone.

“The answer that I was given was I 
wasn’t renewed/’ he says in a slow Texas 
drawl. “I was not told directly it had any¬ 
thing to do with that, so anything I have 
to say about that is pure conjecture. But a 
little bit on the funny side of that is we get 
these things approved, we are part of the 
inner committee that got it approved, and 
then myself and Gary Neibauer are no 
longer needed.” 

He remains “fearful” about non- 
vested retirees no longer having a voice 
on the committee. 

“I don’t mean to sound ugly or what¬ 
ever, but for 25 years, nothing happened,” 
says Clyde. “Sometimes you have to step 
on toes to get things done, but I don’t 
think anybody I asked questions of acted 
as if I were out of line.” 

Clyde doesn’t believe today’s players 
understand that those from his era stood 
up for them decades ago, bringing free 
agency to the game and beating the reserve 
clause. And, he says, he’s worried about his 
baseball brothers who are “in sadder shape 
than I am. I’m sorry they did not get com¬ 
pletely what they wanted to get.” 

All he can pin his hopes on is future 
negotiations. Clyde believes Players Asso¬ 
ciation executive director Michael Weiner 
has his heart in the right place. But it still 
bothers him that hundreds of players 
passed away before anything was done. 

“All those guys wanted was to 
be remembered.” 

GLADSTONE REALLY WISHES someone else 
had written his book—say a George Will 
or Buzz Bissinger, anyone with more juice 
and a bigger built-in audience to shame 
baseball into doing more for the retir¬ 
ees. Having written articles for Baseball 
Digest, the Chicago Sun-Times and the 
San Diego Jewish Times, Gladstone took 
up the cause for his first book because 
many of the protagonists were his heroes 
growing up. 

One respected baseball writer who 
would not have been with him was the 
late Doug Pappas, who wrote prolifi- 
cally about the game’s economics and 
often accused Major League Baseball 
and its media sycophants of spreading 
false information. 

Days before passing away in May 
2004, Pappas wrote on Doug’s Business 
of Baseball Weblog that the retirees 
“have no case,” that “their lawyers are 
an embarrassment to the legal profes¬ 
sion,” and that it was ridiculous short- 
timers should receive $10,000 per year 
for life, plus comprehensive medical 
benefits. “With all due respect,” Pap¬ 
pas stated, “that’s like a file clerk who 
worked for Google for two months in 
2001 claiming a right to share in the 
proceeds of its IPO.” 

“Unfortunately, members of the Fourth 
Estate have been indifferent,” says Glad¬ 
stone. “There has been a ton of press, 
plenty of articles written, but they have 
not captured the frustration these men 
still feel.” 

Gladstone wants to see the moral out¬ 
rage he and the lost boys of baseball feel, 
so these stories resonate better with read¬ 
ers. They know an average of 44 players

has died every year since the suit was 
filed in 2002, a death rate that accelerates 
as the men age. 

“I’ve heard a lot of players, who are not 
Young Turks, say that if they had youth 
on their side, they would fight harder,” 
Gladstone says. “The bottom line is Major 
League Baseball does not have to legally 
do anything on behalf of these men. They 
do not have to negotiate with non-vested 
players. The union does not have to offer 
them the duty of fair representation. 

They don’t have to be legal advocates.” 

However, he believes baseball “opened 
a Pandora’s Box” when it awarded the 
benefits to the Negro Leaguers. “You can’t 
give benefits to one group that, strictly 
speaking, did not have a contractual his¬ 
tory with the league, then hose guys such 
as Dick Baney, David Clyde and all the 
others that did have a legal, contractual 
history,” says Gladstone. 

It’s the stories of these players strug¬ 
gling in their golden years that haunt 
Gladstone. Guys such as Jim Qualls, a 
utility man who as a rookie with the Cubs 
in 1969 broke up Mets Hall of Famer Tom 
Seaver’s bid for a perfect game. Now 65, 
Qualls cannot pay his health premiums 
and recently received a pink slip from his 
job, which offered no pension. 

Jimmy Driscoll, a middle infielder with 
the A’s and Rangers from ’70-’72, used his 
small stipend to pay his home heating bill 
in North Conway, New Hampshire. 

Or ex-players such as Jimmy Hutto. 

He has had a stroke and surgery for a 
cerebral aneurism, and he suffers from 
extreme arthritis in both knees. From his 
home in Pensacola, Florida, the former 
Baltimore Oriole and Philadelphia Phillie 
outfielder and first baseman laughs and 
adds, “Other than that, I feel great.” 

He could use the medical benefits base¬ 
ball provides vested retirees, and Hutto 
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believes he deserves it because he’s cer¬ 
tain the game caused his arthritis. 

Hutto returned to manage in the Oriole 
organization in the mid-1980s, but he was 
not rehired in 1986. Now 65, he does home 
improvements and, despite his declin¬ 
ing health, does not see retirement as an 
option any time soon. His baseball annuity 
breaks out to $150 per month after taxes. 

"I personally wrote a letter to every 
player representative in both leagues, 
people on the pension committee, people 
on various committees of the players 
union or alumni association, even to 
Brooks Robinson, the president of the 
alumni association,” Hutto says, referring 
to the Orioles’ Hall of Fame third base- 
man. “I sent them out to retired players 
such as [Hall of Famers] Dave Winfield 
and Robin Yount. Do you know how many 
responses I’ve received? None. 

"I would say from that they were either 
told to not talk with us, or they just don’t 
give a damn. I’d hate think to think fire¬ 
men or policemen or factory workers 
would treat their retired people in that 
same manner.” 

One of his best friends is Wright, who 
lives across town from Hutto and whose 
wife just retired from Merrill Lynch. His 
“retirement” includes still working two 
jobs: at a food bank and as a courier. In 
better shape financially than most—he 
and his wife used his annuity to treat 
themselves to a cruise—Wright has 
worked feverishly for decades trying to 
get his fellow ballplayers pensions. 

“You get to the point where you don’t 
know how to fight,” he says dejectedly. 
“We’re dying.” 

THE WAY GERRY JANESKI of Huntington 
Beach sees it, taking better care of the 
lost boys would prove baseball recognizes 
players from all eras having been impor¬ 
tant to the game. 

He has much in common with his pal 
Dick Baney. Janeski also hails from South¬ 
ern California (Pasadena), was born in the 
same year (1946), played the same position 
(pitcher), was drafted by the same team 
(Boston Red Sox), settled post-baseball in 
the same area (Orange County) and suc¬ 
ceeded in the same business (real estate). 

He won a respectable 10 games for the 
Chicago White Sox in 1970 and, as is the 
case for Baney, does not need a baseball 
pension. But he knows too many lost boys 
who do, and he cannot understand how 
one who left the game in 1980 is entitled 
to more retirement assistance than a 
player from 1979. 

“Of all the money being thrown 
around, in one day in time, they are say¬ 
ing you are not one of us,” Janeski says. 
“It really is a shame.” 

But not all non-vested players are as 
angry as Baney and Janeski. Mike Col- 
bern, a former All-American catcher at 
Arizona State University, was touted as 
the next Johnny Bench before an undiag¬ 
nosed broken wrist cut his career short 
after two seasons in 1979. He had batted 
.352 with 116 RBIs. 

The 57-year-old returned to Scottsdale 
after baseball and has suffered a variety 
of health problems, undergoing 14 surger¬ 
ies for everything from a carotid artery 
that was 90 percent blocked to a bum 
shoulder. He was prescribed 22 pills per 
day and diagnosed with bipolar disorder. 


When he was in between apartments 
recently, he spent two nights in his truck, 
parked near a Circle K in Tempe. 

His annuity pays him $1,800, which 
is $1,500 after taxes, and he’s happy 
to have it considering baseball did not 
legally have to pay him anything. One of 
the named plaintiffs in the 2002 lawsuit, 
he believes it was the right thing to do 
because it drew attention. 

Colbern credits Selig with personally 
returning every fax the former ballplayer 
sent to the commissioner, who was ever 
cordial and never ducked the issue. “I do 
not want to get down on baseball,” Col¬ 
bern says. “At least they did something. 
But they also did something wrong, and 
they don’t want to admit it.” 

The most upbeat of the non-vested 
retirees interviewed for this story was 
also a plaintiff in the lawsuit: Ernie Fazio, 
who, out of Santa Clara University in 
1962, became a “Bonus Baby”—the first 
player signed by the Houston Colt 45s in 
the expansion draft. He spent most of his 
career in the minors, but he did play parts 
of two seasons in Houston before a 1966 
stint with the then-Kansas City A’s was 
shortened by a life-threatening virus. He 
was only 24—and one year shy of the four 
years of MLB experience that would have 
earned him a full pension. 

So why is the 70-year-old upbeat? 

“We hear that at the next Major League 
Baseball meeting, it will be discussed,” 
he says from the Bay Area city of Alamo. 
“That’s all I know. It could get extended. I 
hope it does—so do a lot of other people.” 

His source for the pension scoop was 
Eddie Robinson, who did not return the 
Weekly's repeated phone calls. The Major 
League Baseball Players Association also 
did not respond to repeated requests for 
comment via phone, fax and email. 

The Office of Commissioner of Baseball 
in New York referred a reporter to the one- 
page statement from April 21,2011, which 
notes, “Payments beyond the initial period 
will be discussed in collective bargaining.” 

Dan Foster, chief executive officer 
of the Major League Baseball Players 
Alumni Association, says, “I continue to 
have discussions with the powers that be 
on increasing benefits for all former play¬ 
ers, and as I assume you are aware, we 
don’t comment until the results are final¬ 
ized. I will be happy to provide details at 
which time the information is available to 
the public.” 

ASKED WHY BANEY is the guy fielding all 
the phone calls from retirees, Gladstone 
answers, “Because he’s been very vocal. 
Dick is a guy who essentially personifies 
the issue on principle. Does Dick need 
this money? Probably not. Herb Washing¬ 
ton? The same. Post-baseball, they have 
had fairly good careers. David Clyde does 
not need the money. 

“But that’s beside the point. It is the 
principle of the thing_They are hos¬ 

ing guys out there who really do need the 
money, such as Mike Colbern.” 

For Baney, it’s simple: “We just want 
what everyone else is getting,” he says 
with a shrug. “I don’t want to sound like 
I hated my playing days. I loved every 
minute of it; I loved the opportunity. If I 
could do it all over again, I would. It’s just 
there are guys out there who need help.”

Class 302 teaches you well with its grade-school theming and Taiwanese food

Y ou’re sitting at an actual wooden 
school desk. There’s a cub¬ 
byhole for stowing your books 
and an indentation carved at the top 
so your pencil doesn’t roll off the edge. 
Above you, on a large green chalkboard 
are scribbled Mandarin characters and 
cartoons. Stapled to the walls are bright 
construction-paper posters and various 
kiddie-toy bric-a-brac. Your server wears 
knee-high black stockings, a pleated skirt 
and a green schoolgirl uniform. The meal 
she just dropped off is in an honest-to- 
goodness lunch tin. You are in Class 302, 
the first Orange County sequel of the hit 
Rowland Heights eatery that has stum¬ 
bled into a previously untapped market: 
people who have fond memories of their 
Taiwanese grade-school experience and 
want to relive it in a restaurant. 

Lines are often so thick and impen¬ 
etrable you would have to assume most 
aren’t coming to do this ironically or 
even just for the nostalgia. Apart from 
the theme, Class 302 also happens to 
serve good Taiwanese food in a town 
with more than a few good Taiwanese 
restaurants. Some dishes are worthy 
enough to make you forget those desks 
are really uncomfortable to sit in. 

The best meals here are the simplest: 
The ground pork over rice should be the 
prerequisite course. It’s one of a few items 
served in those oh-so-adorable lunch 
tins. Lift the metal lid, and the first thing 
you see is rousong, pig spun into fluffy 
cotton, along with boiled peanuts and 
soy-sauce-braised ground pork—all of it 
flavoring the rice below. Even those who 
aren’t the product of Taipei’s educational 
system will recognize this as the cultural 
equivalent of peanut butter and jelly. A 
bitter-melon pork-rib soup must then 
be the chicken noodle of the lot—a deep 
metal cup filled to the brim with a simple 
broth, a few morsels of bone-in pork and 
some pieces of the bitter gourd. It is one 
of the more comforting reminders that a 
good and basic soup is universal. 

Though Class 302 is known more for 
its drinks and desserts (more on this 
later), the food menu still hopscotches 
from noodle soup to shabu shabu to 
fried rice to snacks such as stinky tofu 
and thousand-year-old eggs; it seems 
to suffer from attention deficit disorder 
or just an insatiable desire to please. 

The popcorn chicken is far juicier and 
plumper than others I’ve had in Irvine, 
and the fried squid immediately distin¬ 
guishes itself by the use of raw, sliced 
garlic as garnish. It offers not only 
a sauce-laden, chewy oyster omelet 
embedded with Taiwanese lettuce—an 
item as popular in Taiwan’s night mar¬ 
kets as corndogs are at our state fairs— 
but also a shrimp version, which substi¬ 
tutes the iron-rich slurp of oysters for

the briny crunch of shrimp. A spicy beef 
noodle soup is a classic rendition of niu 
rou mian, with noodles thick and chewy 
and anise-scented braised beef. Though 
the broth is perhaps a bit more sanitized 
here, not as bright or as tangy as Chef 
Chen’s or Liang’s Kitchen across town, 
the bowl is big and generous. The oyster 
vermicelli is much better, lurking in a 
soup thickened to the point of porridge 
by a silky dose of cornstarch and spiked 
with the persistent sting of garlic. 

Most people seem to gravitate toward 
the sizzling plates, perhaps for no other 
reason than they’re on the first page of 
the menu. They particularly go for the 
peppercorn beef, a stir-fry whose most 
exciting attribute is that it sputters and 
steams like a locomotive for the first 
three minutes. After the searing metal 
cools, so does the reason to like the 
dish—although it does have a fried egg 
and a healthy amount of vegetables. But 
perhaps the reason to come at all is for 
the drinks and the shaved snow, the item 
that practically put Class 302 on the map. 
A separate kitchen exists for its produc¬ 
tion. Drinks are sipped from abnormally 
thick straws and heat-sealed in oversized, 


large-diameter plastic vessels two sizes 
too big for your car’s cup-holder. Milk 
teas will taste more of milk than tea, 
so you might as well get the iced milk 
drinks, which can be rendered sickly 
sweet with honey, caramel and other sug¬ 
ary syrups, taking away the pretense that 
you wanted tea at all. It’s just an excuse to 
suck up tapioca pearls, anyway; when you 
do, you’ll feel the familiar thump-thump- 
thump as the chewy balls are propelled 
up the straw and pummel the back of 
your throat like bullets meeting Kevlar. 

Do, however, make sure you have at 
least two other attentive pupils with 
you before attempting any of the shaved 
snow desserts. It may just be frozen milk 
shaved into cascading ribbons that melt 
upon contact, but these erupting volca¬ 
noes of pudding, red bean and fruits are 
all tall and formidable, a hypothermia- 
inducing Everest not meant for one per¬ 
son, but a whole study group.

I n the world of searing condiments, few 
are as caustic as a properly made mojo 
de ajo—olive oil spiked with garlic, the 
soy sauce of Cuba. Too often, though, its 
non-cono presentation renders mojo to 
something approximating watery Ranch 
dressing—tasty, but hardly worthy of con¬ 
sideration, let alone worship. 

Then there's the mojo offered at Moros, 
the much-beloved Cuban dive: not only 
unmitigated for Yanqui tastes, but also 
pushed to its atomic limits, so its stench isn't 
just overpowering but worthy of a TSA advi¬ 
sory. And the flavor—blindingly sharp, yet 
almost saccharine in its sweetness—could 
buckle a thoroughbred. It's an extraordinary 
liquid, one deserving of bottling; you'll find 
yourself hungrily splashing it on everything 
from seafood to pork, bread to chips, all for 
that glorious stink. 

The mojo is complimentary, and that 
almost makes it the most expensive item at 
Moros—its dishes are impossibly affordable, 
especially given the rarity of Cuban food in 
Orange County, its to-order preparation, the 
heavy use of organic products, the epic, 
stately serving sizes, and flavor profiles that 
make the much-heralded Versailles chain in 
Los Angeles seem as insulting to the Cuban 
cause as Batista. Consider a quarter-chicken 
order: skin as crispy-golden as a wonton, 
meat tender and moist, with a bitter orange- 
based mojo reduced almost to a marmalade, 
sticky and bittersweet. With it come rice and 
plantains. Total price? Six pinche bucks. All 
the Cuban classics here—ropa vieja, rabo 
encendido, lechon, flaky empanadas, jolt¬ 
ing cortaditos—are similarly great, similarly 
cheap. The most expensive thing here, a 
magnificent paella as large as a basketball 
hoop, costs only $16, making Moros not only 
a great restaurant, but also a miracle as wor¬ 
thy of a pilgrimage as Lourdes. 

One trick: go during lunch, when the 
prices are cheaper. Outside of that dinner 
oversight, everything is magnificent. The 
tropical music is blasted a bit loud, but 
given the soundtrack veers from Hector 
Lavoe to Oscar D'Leon and Beny More, 
you won't mind; you may even have to hold 
yourself back from asking the nena next 
to you for a quick mambo. Service can be 
slow, but it is always delivered with a smile. 
The walls' evokation of Arabic calligraphy 
with a New York skyline is out of place, but 
nevertheless gorgeous. Orange County has 
never treated its Cuban restaurants well, 
but like the black monolith of 2001: A Space 
Odyssey, Moros escapes our earthly realm 
and lives in a plane so far above us that 
we're reduced to slobbering Neanderthals 
basking in its presence. Enjoy!

n a hot day, when the cruel sun is baking 
anything foolish enough not to be covered, 
there's nothing as good as a bowl of ice-cold 
noodle soup, specifically the Korean buck- 
wheatversion called mul naengmyon. 

Wang and Koh House, a Korean snack bar 
in Fullerton that specializes in huge portions of 
carbohydrates such as kimchi fried rice, dump¬ 


lings and noodle dishes, strips its toppings to 
the bare minimum: carefully peeled ribbons 
of daikon radish that bend on your chopsticks 
but snap in your mouth; thin, crispy batons of 
cucumber; small slices of Korean pear for a 
little bit of sweetness; and half a boiled egg 
perched atop the noodles. 

And those noodles—soft and pliant, but 
you will have to use your front teeth to bite off 
the chewy, springy strands of buckwheat. The 
waitstaff will probably watch you and offer a 
fork, which will compound the problem. Ask 
for mustard—the fiery Asian kind, of course, 
though not without some back-burner sweet¬ 
ness—for the noodles, and mustard for your 
broth. Dip the noodles in the dark, slightly salty 
broth each time, and wonder at the fact that 
despite its perfection for an inland OC summer, 
this is traditionally a wintertime food. From a 
March 21 Stick a Fork In It post.

Sweet Basil

fif 1A# ow, I haven't made one of these 
W in a long time," the cute, raven¬ 
haired waitress at Capital Grille confessed 
as she poured my Sweet Basil Gin Rickey 
into a martini glass. I understand why: A 
Rickey is the Mr. Burns of classic cock¬ 
tails—none of the Mad Men chic of an Old 
Fashioned or a Manhattan, no suave factor 
a la a gin martini, not even the universal 
appeal of a mojito or daiquiri. This highball 
drink seems on the safe side of the booze 
scale, all about the lime, the club soda and 
that splash of gin—you know you'll have a 
PR problem when your biggest mainstream 
exposure was in the Simpsons episode in 
which Larry Burns (as memorably voiced 
by the late Rodney Dangerfield) returns to 
his illegitimate father but interrupts his lime 
rickey. (Oh, and Larry once saw a blimp— 
one of the great non sequiturs EVER!) 

I hadn't seen a Rickey on a bar menu in a 
while, so of course it'd be at Capital Grille, a 
South Coast Plaza steakhouse frequented by 
people who think Brooks Brothers threads 
belong at Marshall's. But the way the gal 
prepared that Sweet Basil Gin Rickey sug¬ 
gests the drink is prime for a comeback. 

THE DRINK 

She threw in a lake of lime juice, muddled 
some basil, and tossed it into a mixer with 



Bombay Sapphire gin, club soda and cane 
sugar syrup, then presented it up. You usually 
get a lime wedge thrown into a Rickey, but this 
chica put it on on the side as a garnish, along 
with a whole basil leaf. Refreshing, tart, cool¬ 
ing gin wrestled down to its juniper beauty— 
this is a limeade for the boozehound set, per¬ 
fect for reappropriating from the rich crowd.

How did the Will Ferrell-in-Spanish movie ever get made?

C asa de Mi Padre is a Spanish- 
language comedy starring Will 
Ferrell as a simpleminded, asexual 
Mexican cowboy who welcomes the return 
of his prodigal brother Raul (Diego Luna) 
to the family ranch but eyes Raul’s beauti¬ 
ful fiancee with suspicion. The movie is, 
at its base, a spoof of telenovelas and mid¬ 
century B-westerns played unflaggingly 
straight. Director Matt Piedmont shoots 
stunning natural vistas with vintage 
Panaflex lenses, then cuts to scenes obvi¬ 
ously shot on a stage in front of painted 
“outdoor” backdrops. A Ken-style doll some¬ 
times stands in for Ferrell’s character for a 
few shots, most hilariously in a sex scene. 
There is a music-video sequence in which 
Ferrell sings about his life as a beer-swilling 
ranchero. There is a psychedelic-vision quest 
scene featuring a creaky animatronic moun¬ 
tain lion as Ferrell’s spirit animal. 

The whole endeavor could pass as the 
work of an enterprising college kid if it 
didn’t feature a huge Hollywood star speak¬ 
ing impeccable Spanish, supported by a 
host of high-quality Mexican actors, includ¬ 
ing Luna and Gael Garcia Bernal as a drug 
lord so decadent he smokes two cigarettes 
at once. Funnier than any single joke within 
the movie is the overarching meta-joke— 
the simple fact that the movie was made. 
Why—and how—does this even exist? 

“It’s literally to provoke questions like 
that,” Ferrell says. “People ask, ‘What 
do you have coming out next?’ ‘Oh, this 
movie I did entirely in Spanish’—and 
people start laughing. I don’t know if you 
can really analyze it much beyond that. 

It’s just preposterous.” 

Ferrell met Piedmont and Casa screen¬ 
writer Andrew Steele when the latter two 
shared an office as writers at Saturday 
Night Live. “Andrew and I did a lot of the 
Robert Goulet stuff,” Ferrell remembers, 
and, in fact, Casa could be thought of as 
a conceptual descendant of the sketch in 
which Goulet rolls up in front of a painted 
backdrop in his convertible to promote his 
new album of hip-hop covers. Part of that 
joke is the unapologetically “bad” produc¬ 
tion value; another part is the non sequitur 
of the blatantly artificial ram that shows 
up at the end for a “staring contest” with 
Goulet; part of it is Ferrell as Goulet repeat¬ 
edly saying, “nigga.” Casa de Mi Padre simi¬ 
larly revolves around a potentially racially 
insensitive gimmick, which is diffused by 
everything else being patently ridiculous. 

Despite their shared history with Fer¬ 
rell, both writer and director say they had 
reservations about the concept. When 
Steele first heard the idea from Ferrell’s 
producing partner Adam McKay, “I kind 
of rolled my eyes,” he admits. “Just an 
extended sketch of a telenovela for a par¬ 
ody didn’t really do it for me.” But then he 
and Piedmont fleshed it out, expanding 
the one-joke premise into a wide-ranging, 



anything-goes pastiche, with a subtle but 
persistent thread of social commentary. 

“As much as we’ve been doing comedy 
for our entire careers, I think we all have a 
love-hate relationship with comedy,” Pied¬ 
mont says. “We also have a big love affair 
with all kinds of movies—spaghetti west¬ 
erns, Mexican cinema of the ’60s and ’70s. 
We thought, ‘What if we could throw that 
all in there and play it deadly serious?”’ 

“This movie was so much about chance 
and restraint,” Steele adds. ‘We have every 
opportunity to make it jokey, but we just 
didn’t want any of that desperate sweatiness 
there, so we kept pulling back. To people like 
us who have been around comedy for a long 
time, there’s a kind of comedy just in that.” 

Indeed, in many scenes, there are no 
obvious cues for laughs. In one, Ferrell’s 
Armando Alvarez has a conversation with 
his brother—a slick operator whom the 
naive cowboy is just starting to realize is a 
narco gangster—that ends up being quite 


possibly the most straightforward, unsen¬ 
timental assessment of the War On Drugs 
ever seen in a Hollywood-star vehicle. 

“We did want to make it something a 
little—without sounding pretentious—a 
little more politically charged,” Steele says. 

Casa is hardly a minstrel show: As 
much as Ferrell’s sore-thumb visual 
otherness in his family is the underlying 
joke of the movie, it was important to the 
actor—who only spoke Spanish at a high- 
school level before the shoot—to sell that 
joke by becoming as fluent as possible. 

“If the joke was just me speaking bad 
Spanish, then I think you cross over a line 
that’s not acceptable,” Ferrell says. “And 
it’s a joke you’ve seen before.” 

That said, all involved expect the log 
line of “white American playing Mexi¬ 
can” to induce knee-jerk hand-wringing. 
“Someone’s going to find it racist,” Pied¬ 
mont says. “I just think whenever you 
enter into this territory of an [American] 


actor playing a Mexican, that’s just going 
to happen. But we were very careful to be 
respectful of, you know, humans.” 

Ferrell adds, “Within the realm of 
comedy, it’s our right and our job to take 
chances like this.” 

But he also notes: “Many of the Latino 
press who have talked to me are like, 

‘How did you guys know about the nar¬ 
cos ? It’s funny, but the way you tell the 
story is kind of true.’” 

“I know that when Will came and 
pitched us the story, he was a bit worried 
about offending people,” says Darlene Caa- 
mano Loquet, a Cuban American whose 
company, Nala Films, provided Casa’s bud¬ 
get (which she’ll only say was “less than 
$10 [million]”). “And it was a smart move 
on his part to partner with a company such 
as ours because we are Hispanic.” 

In fact, this Spanish-language film made 
by non-Spanish speakers is being pitched 
specifically to the Hispanic audience. “The 
Latino market in the U.S. doesn’t want to 
see films made just for Latinos,” says Paul 
Presburger of Pantelion, a joint venture 
between Univision parent company Tele¬ 
visa and Lionsgate that is opening Casa on 
350 screens. “They want to see movies that 
are general Hollywood movies, but that 
have something special about them that 
resonates with Latinos.” 

Pressburger says the film’s appeal to 
the Latino demographic was apparent 
through internal screenings. “The first 
thing that happened is that they screened 
it for the Lionsgate executives,” he says. 
“So all of the Hollywood white executives 
go into the room, and they watch it, and 
they thought the movie was entertain¬ 
ing and funny. Then my team, which is a 
bunch of Mexican Americans and Latino 
Americans, go and see the movie, and they 
liked it even more. And then I had the 
executives from Mexico up [for a screen¬ 
ing], and they were on the floor, rolling 
with laughter. So, the more Latino you 
were, the more Mexican you were, the 
more you appreciated how funny it was.” 

Nala and Pantelion are blatantly hop¬ 
ing to exploit Ferrell’s star power to 
reach a larger audience than the average 
Spanish-language movie. But though Fer¬ 
rell is surely a big star, his attempts to 
step outside of his expected niche have 
not exactly caught fire with audiences. 
(Think of last year’s indie Everything 
Must Go or his turn as Woody Allen’s 
surrogate in Melinda and Melinda .) And 
even if Ferrell’s ability to propel an indie 
to breakout status on his star power alone 
wasn’t in doubt, Casa is for all intents and 
purposes a foreign-language art film. Not 
only is it subtitled, but in its multitiered 
homage and intentional sloppiness, it 
requires a certain level of media literacy 
in addition to just plain literacy. 

“Listen, it’s a tough one,” Loquet admits. 
“Because it is in a different language, and 
you’re asking people to read subtitles. 

[But] if you look at the numbers of who’s 
really spending money at the theaters, 
Hispanics are the No. 1 indexing group. 

For us, as long as it makes the U.S. and the 
film business realize that Hispanics are the 
mainstream, that’s success enough.” M

ATHOUSAND WORDS Jack McCall 
(Eddie Murphy) is a glib, motormouthed 
literary agent who's currently devoting 
his shameless hustle to hooking a big 
fish client, nondenominational New 
Age guru, Sinja (Cliff Curtis), while 
Jack's wife (Kerry Washington) and 
child languish in neglect.

Sinja, versed in such mysti¬ 
cal matters, advises Jack that when 
the last leaf falls, he will die, and so 
Jack must measure the value of his 
words for the first time, until Murphy 
inevitably screws on his earnest face 
and goes about setting his life right. 

In theory, enforced muteness should 
be a golden opportunity for Murphy 
to rubberface his way through some 
silent clowning, though just one brief 
scene—a therapy session composed 
only of exchanged glances—tallies a 
laugh, thanks to a simplicity that's just 
about absent everywhere else. (PG-13)

matic narrative, but the film's boasted 
authenticity—including cameos from 
the latest in military hardware—and its 
closing dedication "to all the warriors 
headed downrange in the future" make 
clear the principal aim: This is a lavish 
recruiting tool. After a suicide bombing 
at the International School in Jakarta, 
a sketchily characterized SEAL team 
must deploy to the likes of Costa Rica, 
the Sudan, and Mexico and follow the 
border-hopping conspiracy of a Jihadist 
network led by a Ukrainian-born 


convert to Islam, Abul Shabal (Jason 
Cottle), arranging to purchase the latest 
in suicide-bomb technology from his 
boyhood friend, an arms dealer (Alex 
Veadov). The villains come across as 
individuals rather more compellingly 
than do the film's ostensible heroes. 

You might argue that individual faces 
don't matter here, as individuals aren't 
the heroes of Act of Valor so much 
as is the organization, the unit. But if 
this is an homage to teamwork, it's no 
great shake at clarifying how the team 


works. Tactical clarity largely escapes 
Act of Valor: It's all about you-are-there 
adrenaline injections, a string of jolts to 
work up an appetite for the real thing.

CORIOLANUS Updating Shakespeare 
seems doubly condescending, the 
implication being that we need help 
in relating to the text, and that the 
text needs to be made relevant. In the 
case of Ralph Fiennes's adaptation of 
Coriolanus —a knotty tragedy about a 
warrior who refuses to kowtow to the 
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perceived inferiors who control his 
fate—the transposition to present day 
is confusing and counterproductive, 
dulling the impact of an otherwise 
fierce, often unbearably immediate 
production. (However remote Rome in 
the 5th century B.C. might be, it can't 
be as disorienting as a modern urban 
sniper fight that culminates in a mano- 
a-mano, "Beat lt"-style blade tussle.) 
What saves the film is actor Fiennes's 
steadfastness to the character of Caius 
Martius Coriolanus, an irreducible 
anti-hero balancing a defiant integrity 
with damning pride. Fiennes doesn't 
understate the general's monstros¬ 
ity—he sports frightful facial scars and 
barks at commoners through exagger¬ 
atedly pursed lips—but his physicality 
complements rather than obscures 
the Bard's blunt dialogue. ("Make you 
a sword of me." "Anger's my meat.") 

As blood rival Tullus Aufidius, Gerard 
Butler's all surface, a beard with a 
Scottish brogue, leaving Brian Cox and 
Vanessa Redgrave to remind us how 
it's done. They make every line seem 
personally conceived, surprising yet 
inevitable, and in the process, reaffirm 
that exquisitely articulated words are 
where the drama is. (R) Eric Hynes.

THE DEEP BLUE SEA The Deep Blue 
Sea, the first fiction feature in a dozen 
years from the visionary British direc¬ 
tor Terence Davies, is a film about 
love that in no way reassures that love 
conquers all. Plumbing disquieting 
depth, Deep Blue Sea interrogates 
the insoluble expectations of romantic 
love: that we can or will find every 
quality that we want in a single person. 
Lady Hester Collyer (Rachel Weisz) has 
left her husband, high court judge Sir 
William (Simon Russell Beale)—and 
a postwar life of cultured conversa¬ 
tion and posh fireside comfort—to 
live in slummy sin with Freddie (Tom 
Hiddleston), an emotionally immature 
former RAF pilot who survived the 
Battle of Britain but never readapted 
to civilian life, and whose lovemaking 
has irreparably shaken up the foun¬ 
dations of Hester's existence. In the 
aftermath of a botched suicide attempt, 
Hester recalls the events that have led 
her here, establishing the pattern of 
alternating between the present-tense 
drama of Hester and Freddie's affair in 
its final dissolution—accompanied by 
the re-emergence of Sir William—and 
its history. In a richly symphonic work, 
Davies and his cast create the rare 
triangular affair where every side of 
the triangle is drawn with equal care 
and sympathy, where each party's 
hopes—and their disappointments— 
are eloquently understood. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton.

FOOTNOTE In the first scene of Israel's 
Best Foreign Language Oscar 
nominee, Footnote, Uriel Shkolnik 
(Lior Ashkenazi)—a fortysomething 
Talmudic scholar whose research 
has earned adulation while his sixty¬ 
something father's has mostly been 
ignored—accepts an honor with an 
obliviously glib speech built around a 
childhood anecdote about his dad's 
attitude toward his own profession. 

The camera stays on the father, Eliezer 
(Shlomo Bar Aba), for the entirety 
of the speech, his facial expression 
subtly transitioning from discomfort 
to disdain. Slowly, writer-director 
Joseph Cedar sketches in the details 
of father and son's non-bond. Eliezer's 
old-school approach to academia is a 
day-in, day-out study of primary docu¬ 
ments, while in his eyes, his celebrity 
academic son frivolously exploits his¬ 
tory as fodder for cocktail parties. To 
another father, Uriel's success might 


be a source of pride; to Eliezer, it's an 
affront to his life's work, an embarrass¬ 
ment. The stage thus set, a clerical 
mistake begets an academic scandal 
that, if allowed to come to light, would 
have major repercussions for both of 
the Shkolniks, their personal relation¬ 
ship, and the validity of their shared 
profession. Something between a 
comedy of everyday absurdity and a 
family tragedy pushed into the realm 
of the hyper-real, Footnote uses its 
characters' differing relationships to 
authenticity as the basis for an enig¬ 
matic riff on representation. Perhaps 
too enigmatic: Cedar's rigorous formal 
achievement is above approach but 
emotionally distant. Like its elder main 
character, Footnote is something 
to respect and admire, but remains 
cold and unknowable. (PG) Karina 
Longworth.

FRIENDS WITH KIDS Best friends 
since college, Jason (Adam Scott) 
and Julie (Jennifer Westfeldt) witness 


the misery that seems to dominate 
the lives of their wedded pals who 
have babies—Leslie and Alex (Maya 
Rudolph and Chris O'Dowd), and Missy 
and Ben (Kristen Wiig and Jon Hamm, 
Westfeldt's longtime partner). So close 
that they call each other up at 4 a.m. 
to compare notes on the one-night 
stands sleeping beside them, the two 
late-thirtyish chums, who live in the 
same rent-stabilized Upper West Side 
apartment building, decide to make 
a kid the old-fashioned way—a one- 
time-only act—and raise him together 
but remain uncoupled and pursuing 
other bedmates. This unconventional 
arrangement will resolve convention¬ 
ally, of course, as per the immutable 
laws of romantic comedy, which regard 
single adults as scourges to be cured. 
But further hobbling the march to the 
inevitable that stunts Friends With 
Kids —Westfeldt's directorial debut 
and her third film as writer-producer- 
star—is the frequently weak dialogue 
and forced character epiphanies.

With Kids will remind you of the cast's 
earlier efforts, namely Westfeldt's 
uneven but still tart and precise Kissing 
Jessica Stein (2001) and Bridesmaids.

THE HUNGER GAMES A withering 
indictment of endless spectacle, 
the first volume of Suzanne Collins's 
astronomically successful dystopic YA 
trilogy was inspired, she has said, by 
flipping the channels from a reality-TV 
show to footage of the Iraq war. Most 


of her critique, then, is compromised 
by the very existence of this big-screen 
transfer, itself the most anticipated 
spectacle of the spring. Set in an 
unspecified, postapocalyptic future, 

The Hunger Games takes place in a 
nation constructed out of the ruins of 
North America and consisting of 12 
impoverished districts and the pros¬ 
perous Capitol. As punishment for an 
earlier uprising, the Capitol demands 
that one boy and one girl between the 
ages of 12 and 18 from each district be 
selected via annual lottery to partici¬ 
pate in the Hunger Games. Now in its 
74th edition, this televised pageant of 
nonstop gore documents the randomly 
drawn teenagers killing each other 
until only one remains. Representing 
District 12 is "tribute" Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence), a flinty 16-year- 
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old who recalls the actress's role in 
Winter's Bone. For the film's most dif¬ 
ficult visual challenge—depicting the 
unrelenting violence of the source— 
director Gary Ross and cinematogra¬ 
pher Tom Stern smartly deploy rapid 
cuts and quick shots of the aftermath 
of the kid-on-kid savagery. Although 
the film moves briskly and compellingly, 
it can't match the fury of the book, in 
which Collins astringently articulates 
her anger at a culture—ours—indiffer¬ 
ent to inequity and war and besotted 
with its own stupidity. With the focus 
too much on high-tech gimmickry, that 
rage and despair are diluted here. (PG- 
13) Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

JEFF, WHO LIVES AT HOME It's obvi¬ 
ous that Jason Segel has a face for 
comedy. He's got a lumpy, sad-sack 
mug with a dozen inflections to register 
disappointment, confusion, and self¬ 


doubt. But as the basement-dwelling 
hero in Jay and Mark Duplass's new 
quest movie, Segel works his entire 
posture for laughs. He slumps expres¬ 
sively on the couch, does bong rips, 
and ignores chore requests from his 
exasperated mother (Susan Sarandon). 
He cringes meekly when being scolded 
by his asshole older brother (Ed 
Helms), who at least has a job and wife 
(Judy Greer). And yet Segel has more 
range than simply being a six-foot-four 
schlemiel. Jeff, Who Lives at Home 
is a surprisingly mutable, ultimately 
poignant day-in-the-life drama about a 
slacker who genuinely wants to stand 
tall. "All this randomness is leading 
somewhere," Jeff says hopefully. As in 
their prior The Puffy Chair and Cyrus, 
the Duplass brothers are interested in 
demi-adults in the process of discover¬ 
ing, however belatedly, who they are.

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Accordingly, there are some weird 
emotional shifts in tone in Jeff, a karma 
caper that alternates between Jeff's 
increasingly meandering errand and 
his widowed mother's confusion over a 
secret admirer at work. Yet throughout 
his bungling (and his brother's gradual 
awakening), Jeff has a shambling, 
stubborn decency to him, a trace of 
Lebowski. And when all the characters 
and coincidences ultimately converge, 
it ought not be surprising that the 
Duplass brothers hand out multiple 
merit badges—but at least they feel 
earned. Jeff is not a major film, but it's 
an endearing adventure in hope none¬ 
theless. (R) Brian Miller. Countywide. 

JIRO DREAMS OF SUSHI Tucked away 
in the basement of a Tokyo office 
building, in a drab corridor attached 
to a subway station, the restaurant 
Sukiyabashi Jiro seats only a handful, 
boasts three Michelin stars, and is 
presided over by renowned 85-year-old 
sushi chef Jiro Ono. For tens of thou¬ 
sands of yen, you can get a taste of 
the craft he has been tirelessly honing 


since the age of 10. This is, of course, 
a calculus apt to explode the mind of 
even the most casual gourmand, and 
the foodie set is well taken care of in 
director David Gelb's portrait, which 
includes the effusions of a Japanese 
food critic, dutifully nods to the over¬ 
fishing problem, and presents, with no 
small amount of pomp, the outlandishly 
photogenic omakase. Happily, the 
main focus is on the labor, not just its 
fruits. Gelb documents many of Jiro's 
unorthodox methods in the kitchen—no 
family secrets here; just processes 
so cost-inefficient few would dare 
to replicate them. Significant screen 
time goes as well to Jiro's relationship 
with his sons: Yoshikazu, the oldest, is 
in line to take the reins at his father's 
original glorified-supply-room loca¬ 
tion, while the younger Takashi has 
opened a separate (more apparently 
laid-back) branch in Roppongi Hills. 

The best scenes, though, are windows 
onto the other professional associa¬ 
tions the exacting (but far from humor¬ 
less) shokunin has cultivated over the 
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years—with "antiestablishment" fish 
and rice dealers, and with his kitchen 
staff, whose grueling apprenticeship 
begins with the painful preparation of 
hot towels. Gelb might flit around a bit 
too much, but his appealing documen¬ 
tary always comes back to its subject's 
determination (sometimes overbearing) 
to leave the most meaningful possible 
legacy to his family and his craft. (PG)

THE KID WITH A BIKE In the new film 
from Jean-Pierre and Luc Dardenne, 
Cyril (Thomas Doret), a scrappy 
11-year-old living in an urban orphan¬ 
age, flees school in an attempt to track 
down both his deadbeat dad (Jeremie 
Renier) and the bike he left at his dad's 
house. On the lam, Cyril carelessly 
crashes into Samantha (Cecile de 
France), a hairdresser with a shop in 
Dad's former neighborhood, and impul¬ 
sively asks her to be his foster mom. 

In what plays within the Dardennes' 
understated naturalism as a shock¬ 
ing twist, she agrees. This tentative 
new family is threatened when Cyril, 
desperate for male mentorship, falls 
prey to the manipulations of Wes (Egon 
Di Mateo), a slick teenage thug. The 
second half of the film consists of a 
fight for Cyril's soul, with the straight- 
and-narrow Samantha on one side and 
the marginal milieu of Wes's gang, who 
lures Cyril into the forest on the out¬ 
skirts of town, on the other. In placing 
an unformed boy in limbo between an 
angelic godmother and wolves in the 
woods, The Kid With a Bike becomes 
a fairy tale. It seems to unfold in a 
different world than that of previous 
Dardenne films, one with a wider range 
of spiritual and practical possibilities. 
It's set in the summer, the T-shirted boy 
moving against a palette of primary 
colors and hazy, warm light—the 
vibe is hopeful. It's still a version of 
the filmmakers' constant inquiry into 
moral consciousness but on a new 
path and with a new destination—a 
tentative happy ending. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

SALMON FISHING IN THE YEMEN The 
kind of benign, swooningly humanist 
crowd-pleaser Lasse Hallstrom ( The 
Cider House Rules, Chocolat ) could 
make in his sleep (and by this point, 
possibly does), Salmon Fishing in the 
Yemen mostly sacrifices the political 
satire and epistolary structure of Paul 
Torday's source novel in favor of cute, 
if strained, rom-com shenanigans. 

If you're not getting enough of that 
from network TV, this movie's for you. 
Salmon Fishing, which sets up its 
premise and expectations in the title, 
concerns London fisheries specialist 
Fred Jones (Ewan McGregor), who's 
tasked by the prime minister's flack 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) to export British 
salmon to a Yemeni river at the request 
of a sheikh (Amr Waked) with a jones 
for fly-fishing. The sheikh's real estate 
assistant (Emily Blunt) tags along to 
help and, in the process, entices the 
unhappily married Jones into romance 
and Hallstrom-ian self-actualization. 
The first section of the film deploys 
chipper barbs at the expense of career 
bureaucrats, which is funny and effec¬ 
tive—Scott Thomas, who brings the 
raunch, is particularly good—but once 
McGregor and Blunt start dissecting 
their complicated feelings for each 
other, things turn unexpectedly dire. 
They're a ridiculously attractive and lik¬ 
able couple, but Hallstrom overwhelms 
them (and the lush Scottish and 
Moroccan locations, and us) with his 
customary brand of lightweight heavy- 
handedness.

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Obra of Art 


The Laguna Art Museum hosts a perfect exhibition 
on painter/sculptor Victor Hugo Zayas

t’s the rare moment when I attend an 
exhibition and fall in love, but after 
the exhilarating kiss of not one, but 
two perfect exhibitions, I’m feeling damn 
lucky: I talked about Orange County 
Museum of Art’s Diebenkorn exhibition a 
couple of weeks back, and now there’s the 
thrilling “Victor Hugo Zayas: Mi Obra” at 
Laguna Art Museum. 

Focused on work (“obra”) that Mexi- 
can-American painter and sculptor Zayas 
created over the past two decades, guest 
curator Gregorio Luke presents an excit¬ 
ing introduction to an artist with whom 
everyone should become acquainted. 

The exhibition is a bit like stepping into 
a time machine: Zayas embraces diverse 
influences and art movements; knows 
his history; and, using that knowledge, 
travels seamlessly between past and 
present. Never a direct quote, just a nod 
here, a lesson learned there, and for a 
moment, we’re transported: The muted, 
aged browns and greens of Zayas’ Mexi¬ 
can pastoral Study , Merida (1992) would 
look right at home next to many of J.M.W. 
Turner’s Romantic landscapes, while just 
steps away, 2008’s Sal Si Puedes is remi¬ 
niscent of Whistler’s Modernist canvases. 

We’re in Impressionist territory with 
thick, sculpted gobs of oil paint reproduc¬ 
ing the vibrancy and texture of flowers 
and stems tightly contained in their vase 
in Zayas’ Still Life (2003), but the stark 
background highlights their slow death as 
they begin shedding petals. In the similarly 
titled Still Life (also from 2003), the vase 
disappears amid a Rembrandt chiaroscuro, 
the flowers illuminating the darkness with 
bright daubs and swirls, as though a school 
of fish in a midair feeding frenzy. (That tur¬ 
moil is further echoed in the violent storm 
depicted in Costa Azuly Rojo, with its swirls 
of dark blue and white waves surrounding 
a bloody froth at the bottom of the picture.) 
There’s a cave-painting quality to the qui¬ 


etly sleeping animal in Vaca (2005), as a 
dark, feral creature sketched in lines and 
shadows hovers behind it. Is the black fig¬ 
ure about to attack, or is the sleeper—which 
looks a lot more like a dog to me than a 
cow—dreaming of what life would be like if 
it were a carnivore looking for prey instead 
of a happily dozing herbivore? 

In Zayas’ sharp paintings of LA city 
life are details instantly recognizable to 
Southern Californians: the crisscross 
gridded jet streams in 2011’s LA.X.; sky¬ 
scrapers coated in a poisonous, sulfurous, 
yellow pollution (L.A. Scape, 2003); the 


clouds above and behind the skeletons of 
high-rise buildings under construction, 
making them resemble a city floating in 
the sky. His nightscapes La Vista Nocturna 
(2006) and East LA. (2004) are simply 
breathtaking, further confirming the Rem¬ 
brandt connection, but 1993’s East LA. 
resembles Van Gogh, with Zayas’ version 
of Starry Night giving us nighttime traffic, 
electrical towers and street lamps, instead 
of stars. For a Zen moment, examine the 
four sets of triptychs that comprise the 
very modern LA. River (2011) paintings 
partially covering one of the gallery walls. 


Listen to the soft, steady roar of the air 
conditioning overhead; that purely unin¬ 
tentional soundtrack sounds similar to 
water rushing from one place (or series of 
panels) to another. 

If Picasso had loved women, his paint¬ 
ings might have looked as Zayas’ vaguely 
cubist Reposo (Movement Series #7) does. 
The resting female figure, posed for the 
artist, shifts ever so slightly, the movement 
represented via different color lines. We’re 
drawn to the red of her eyes and features, 
with Zayas’ love of landscape painting 
the shift of her body as a lush green, as 
though her breasts, arm and jawline were 
a welcoming pasture to rest in. Her legs, 
kept tight to the body, preserving at least 
a modicum of her modesty, a silent rebuke 
to the broken, eviscerated figures splayed 
across the Spanish artist’s canvases. Like¬ 
wise, Zayas’ 1991 Anne , nude is not an artist 
fetishizing a model. The subject stands 
solid, arms above her head, but she loses 
none of her power: Hands disappearing up 
under the frame, she looks strong enough 
to bring the whole picture crashing down. 
Pygmalion’s statue made flesh. 

Zayas’ respect for the body informs the 
final (and newest work) in the exhibition: 
sculptures made from shredded guns, 
secured from an LAPD buy-back pro¬ 
gram. Zayas is quoted as saying he could 
see faces in the welded gun remnants 
during the process of sculpting the pieces. 
While I couldn’t see faces—I saw figures 
(LAPD Sculpture Series #7), a vase of 
gun flowers (LAPD Sculpture Series #13), 
Transformers and even those dangerous 
metal octopi from The Matrix movies 
(LAPD Sculpture Series #14)— Zayas’ 
creation of something human(e) from 
something destructive, that better way of 
living, that hope, is his true Obra.

Immediately, there's a missile attack, and my 
helicopter plunges to the ground. "MAYDAY!

I 
sprint as fast as I can past a real-life neighbor 


washing his car and an elderly 
couple walking a dog.

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Reunited, and It Feels Okay 


John Reis put Hot Snakes back together, 
but that doesn’t mean his other bands will also reunite

J ohn Reis’ musical resume includes 
at least four defunct bands whom 
people would pay lots of money to 
see today. One of those are Hot Snakes, a 
San Diego-based quartet who blend the 
simplicity of three-chord garage rock (a 
la the Wipers) with the downstrummed 
aural assault championed by the likes 
of Johnny Ramone. But just because 
the 42-year-old guitarist reunited Hot 
Snakes in 2011 doesn’t mean he feels the 
same about his other broken-up groups, 
which is a shame when you consider 
they are math-rock pioneers Drive Like 
Jehu, criminally neglected pop band the 
Sultans and Rocket From the Crypt, a 
six-piece outfit also known as the best 
group of all time. 

Singer/guitarist Rick Froberg, bassist 
Gar Wood and Reis released two albums 
(2000’s Automatic Midnight and 2002’s 
Suicide Invoice ) with drummer Jason 
Kourkounis before the skinsman left 
the band. Needing a new drummer, the 
threesome enlisted the help of Mario 
Rubalcaba (who at the time was playing 
with Reis in Rocket From the Crypt) for 
2004’s Audit In Progress. So when Hot 
Snakes were offered the opportunity 
last year to play at All Tomorrow’s Par¬ 
ties festival in England and Texas’ Fun 
Fun Fun Fest, it made sense to Reis and 
company that both should participate. 

“Having two awesome drummers is 
a nice problem to have,” Reis says. “It 
makes the whole thing more special and 
more like an occasion for us. The people 
who like the band like it. They both can 
do it, and both want to do it, so why not?” 

The inclusion of Kourkounis and 
Rubalcaba playing their respective 


material makes this Hot Snakes reunion 
authentic, but Reis says having all of the 
former members is not the sole reason 
the group sound better than ever. For 
that, the guitarist thanks Froberg’s time 
in Brooklyn-based Obits. 

“I really like the way his playing has 
evolved because of his time playing with 
Obits,” Reis says. “I can see the effect 
on the way he approaches Hot Snakes 
songs, and it’s really great. He sounds 
better than ever. His strengths are even 
stronger—he’s more musical and every¬ 
thing’s more comfortable.” 

Luckily for Reis fans, the San Diegan 
says the two-year hiatus of his current 
band, the Night Marchers, will soon 
come to an end, as the group plan to 
release their sophomore album in Sep¬ 
tember. The singer/guitarist took a year¬ 
long break from music because of what 
he calls a “spinal injury” and has used 
the recent Hot Snakes shows as his first 
venture back into performing live. 

“I don’t really want to talk about it 
because I don’t want to dwell on the 
negative,” Reis says. “It’s something I 
really want to put behind me because it 
was one of the worst periods of my life. I 
don’t know what it was from, but I think 
it was something related to a lifetime of 
doing what I do.” 

Hot Snakes have no plans to write 
new material, but, Reis says, they have 
the potential to exist in some format 
as long as it remains fun. Similarly, the 
Sultans—a group Reis describes as hav¬ 
ing “low standards”—are inactive, but 
he doesn’t rule out the possibility of a 
reunion. However, the same laissez- 
faire attitude used in Hot Snakes and 


the Sultans does not apply to Drive Like 
Jehu and Rocket From the Crypt. Reis 
confirmed that Drive Like Jehu were 
offered a large sum of money to reunite 
during the Coachella Valley Music and 
Arts Festival, but the foursome declined. 

“If we got back together,” Reis says, 

“I definitely would not be interested 
in that reason being Coachella. I’m 
not saying I wouldn’t play there, but I 
wouldn’t re-form a band that haven’t 
played in 20 years for the purposes of 
playing Coachella.” 

In late 2011, Reis also took part in a 
Rocket From the Crypt reunion—sort of. 
The sextet filmed an episode of a chil¬ 
dren’s television program on Nick Jr., Yd 
Gabba Gabba! This marked the first time 
the band played in front of an audience 
since breaking up on Halloween 2005. 
He isn’t sure when the episode airs, 
but he did say the song they performed 
is about “teaching kids about what a 
chef is and what they do.” Other than 
that one-off performance, Reis says, a 
reunion is unlikely. 

“If Rocket’s going to get back 
together,” he says, “that’s the kind of 
thing we’re going to do. It’s quite a com¬ 
mitment that needs to be invested in 
for it to be any good, and I don’t know 
that I want to put that much energy into 
something I already did better than I 
can do right now.”

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The Power of Love 

Spectrals devote themselves to one specific, 

age-old subject

L ouis Jones doesn’t have much to 
complain about. As the 22-year-old 
in charge of Spectrals—another 
entry into the long line of bedroom-proj- 
ects-gone-indie-buzz-bands—this isn’t 
necessarily a good thing. “I don’t have any 
problems in my life,” he says. "I don’t face 
any great injustice. I’m not interested in 
politics.” Still, Jones does have one cre¬ 
ative well—a relationship that went sour, 
and then set itself right—that he plans on 
drawing from for as long as possible. “The 
only thing I’m interested in doing is writ¬ 
ing love songs,” says the reserved front 
man, who comes from Heckmondwike, 
a small town near Leeds, England. “It 
might sound kind of strange, but if there’s 
going to be any value in Spectrals at all, 
then people need to know that I can’t 
write about anything else. It would be 
stupid of me to try, really, because then it 
would come off as dishonest.” 

The saga that drives Bad Penny, Spec¬ 
trals’ full-length debut, is a little tangled, 
but a quick summary will do the trick. Boy 
really likes girl, girl doesn’t like boy like 
that, boy and girl stay friends, boy and girl 
have a falling-out, boy and girl reunite as 
boyfriend and girlfriend. In contrast to 
how everything turned out in real life, the 
songs—a charming, autumnal, sometimes 
glittery blend of indie pop, garage rock 
and doo-wop aesthetic—pull from the bad 
times. Jones can find only one positive tune 
on the record: “Confetti,” a doe-eyed num¬ 
ber that earnestly begins, “Girl, I’m glad 
we’re going steady/I’ve had enough fun 
already/Enough to last me a whole life¬ 
time.” Otherwise, gritted-teeth cynicism 
runs amok, but hey, at least it’s all inspira¬ 
tion. Jones describes the album as themati¬ 
cally using a variation of Alfred Tennyson’s 
famous “Tis better to have loved and lost/ 
Than never to have loved at all.” 

Jones got his musical start in a hard¬ 
core punk act (he’s fond of Cro-Mags, 
Sheer Terror and Bad Brains), but at 18, 
he began to embrace his parents’ music,

which shaped his current band’s direc¬ 
tion. “Around the time when I started 
doing Spectrals, My Aim Is True was 
a huge record for me,” says Jones of 
the record by Elvis Costello, one of his 
father’s favorites. “Musically, it’s really 
kind of upbeat and pop, but then the lyr¬ 
ics are mean and negative, and that really 
appealed to me. That’s the kind of thing I 
could carry forward from [my past]. The 
hardcore punk songs I had were really 
quite negative, but I could take the lyrical 
content of that, and then make pop music 
like I wanted to make.” 

Pessimistic perspective or not, thou¬ 
sands—maybe millions—of love songs 
have been written since the creation 
of music, which makes Jones’ job of 
producing a novel or brilliant love song 
very difficult. No worries, however, as 
he’s perfectly content to not say any¬ 
thing new. “Anything that you hear in 
[Spectrals], I’ll have put a spin on it just 
because that’s how I’ve interpreted it, 
or it’s come from a real thing that hap¬ 
pened to me, but I don’t go out of my way 
to do something original or new because 
I’m just not interested in that,” he says. 
“You’d be kidding yourself if you thought 
that you could add a new element to 
writing love songs. The only way to do 
it is to be honest, and if it actually hap¬ 
pened in my life, there’s a high chance 
I’m going to have written about it. It 
might not be new, but at least it’s honest.”

G host Town Jenny's Kim Kylland was born in 
Huntington Beach, but once she hit 17, she 
left to explore the world. Though bassist Eric 
Golding and drummer Shane Thompson are 
fellow Orange Countians, Matt Kollar (piano/ 
keys) is from Canada, and synth man Johan 
Svensson joins the band from Jonkoping in 
southern Sweden. "He mainly just watched 
The O.C. on Swedish television and thought 
that all people who lived in Orange County 
reside in beachside mansions and spend their 
days just working on their tan," Kylland says. 
"Then I took him to Garden Grove...." 

OC Weekly; Do you miss living here? 
Kim Kylland: Since leaving OC, I have 
rather enjoyed living abroad and experienc¬ 
ing new things. Except for about 11 months 
in 2005-06, when I moved back to Costa 
Mesa briefly, I have been away from OC 
for most of my adult life. I have been lucky 
enough to live in Japan, Ireland, Iceland 
and Norway, and it's really opened me up 
as a person, both culturally and emotionally. 
It took me a long time to admit it, but I do 
miss OC. I think when I moved, and in the 
years following, I kind of had the mentality 
of a being "free from the mundane"... you 
know, giving the long finger to my "boring" 
hometown, as I am sure so many kids have 
done. When I moved, I was leaving a sort of 
troubled family past behind me, and it felt so 
liberating to be able to re-invent myself with 
every new city and country I lived in. I'm 
pretty comfortable with being a chameleon. 
But my intense feelings of wanderlust and 
reinvention have always been punctuated 
by bits of homesickness and the need for 
familiarity... like a longing for a simpler 
time. I do miss the days of my youth when 
all I did was ride horses or go to the beach, 
or find some pool to break into with my 
friends. In my memory, OC is this endless 
summer of pool parties and horses. 

Where does the name Ghost Town Jenny 
come from? 

The name originally comes from a found 
photograph [which can be seen on facebook. 
com/ghosttownjenny]. But over the years, 
it has taken on a new meaning. Ghost Town 
Jenny has sort of become my more extro¬ 
verted alter ego. When performing, I tend to 
feel this weird buzzing energy that I never have 
at any other time. It's like I am a stranger to

myself when I watch our live performances 
later on in videos. The faces I make and the 
movements I do are not really mine, yet they 
are. I am pretty calm normally, but when play¬ 
ing, I feel... different. Mix alcohol into that 
equation, and forget about it. I wake up the 
next day and find out my fingers were bleeding 
from playing guitar too hard, and as a result, 
my guitar looks like it was murdered, or I ripped 
my favorite dress, or I broke something. I don't 
drink before playing shows anymore because 
the energy I have is already really intense; 
drinking alcohol just makes me feel like a 
banshee. So half-jokingly, I began referring to 
that intense, wide-eyed "person" I become as 
Ghost Town Jenny—my unreserved, gregari¬ 
ous inner self. A lot of interviewers, promotors 
and sound guys at clubs and festivals think my 
name is Jenny, too. I just go with it. 

You've used Kickstarter to fund your 
band's gig in Iceland. Has crowd-sourcing 
been useful for other things? 

Our last trip to Iceland was the only time 
I have ever used crowd-sourcing actually. 
... It was really cool, the way our friends, 
family and fans pulled togetherto help us 
live out a dream, by getting us to Reykjavik 
to play at Iceland Airwaves music festival. 
But honestly, if I ever did anything like that 
again, I would use a different website or 
organize a series of benefit concerts, as 
Kickstarter's cut of the profits was unrea¬ 
sonably high. It was a special experience, 
though, in a communal sense, to know that 
we were on that plane because of people 
believing in and being moved by our music. 

The Internet: Love it, or leave it? 

Love it. Where else can you watch 
videos of squealing penguins anc/snoring 
dormice, all while downloading episodes of 
Downton Abbey? I also think the Internet 
is the most useful tool an independent 
musician has these days. You can directly 
connect with people who listen to your 
songs and come to your shows. You can 
also distribute your own records and videos 
instantly to millions of people all over the 
world. You could not do that without the 
help of a major label 20 years ago.

I am the father of a recently out 18-year-old gay 
boy. Here's the problem: My son is in a relation¬ 
ship with a 31-year-old guy. I'm not okay with 
that. Yes, my son is a legal adult at 18 and can 
make his own decisions, but he's also still in 
high school. His mother argues that in order to 
be supportive, we can't object to this relation¬ 
ship. I don't think this is a gay-versus-straight 
objection. If I had an 18-year-old heterosexual 
daughter who was in a relationship with a 
31-year-old man, I would have exactly the same 
concerns and objections. Beyond that, even if 
I can establish that it's okay to have an objec¬ 
tion or to feel the need to take some action to 
be supportive for my son, I don't know what I 
can or should do. What say you, o wise one? 

One Concerned Dad 

Your wife is wrong. 

Homophobic parents are bad for gay 
kids. But “supportive” parents who let their 
gay kids get away with murder—supportive 
parents who stop parenting their gay kids 
because they worry about seeming homo- 
phobic if they object to lousy gay boyfriends, 
choices, apparel, etc.—aren’t doing their 
gay kids any favors, either. Your son, despite 
what he might tell you, needs his parents to 
advise him, meddle in his affairs, even object 
and interfere. 

Here’s what I would do if I were in your 
shoes: I would take my son’s 31-year-old 
boyfriend out for a beer and ask him a lot of 
pointed questions—“How did you meet my 
son?” “Are you having sex with my son?” “Are 
you using condoms?” “What is your HIV sta¬ 
tus?” “How old was your last boyfriend?” And, 
finally, “Do you realize I will tear you gay limb 
from gay limb if you hurt my gay kid?” 

As for your son, tell him that you realize 
gay guys his age sometimes date older men 
because there aren’t a lot of boys his own age 
to choose from. (If you didn’t already know 
that, now you do.) And tell your son that this 
gay dude you know—that would be me—told 
you that something’s usually wrong when a 
31-year-old is dating a teenager. Something’s 
usually wrong with the 31-year-old. There are 
exceptions, of course, and maybe this guy is 
exceptional—maybe he’s not a jerk who pur¬ 
sues naive boys because gay men his own age 
can see through his shit—but the simple fact 
of his age requires that he be subjected to a 
higher degree of scrutiny than a first boyfriend 
closer to your son’s own age. 

Finally, tell your son that you know he’s an 
adult and free to date whomever he wants. 

But you’re his dad and he has to hear you 
out—whether he wants to or not. 

I'm 16 and an openly gay boy in a very wel¬ 
coming community. My first boyfriend and I 
broke up recently. We'll be friends again. I'm 
sure, but now I don't even have a hint of any 
sort of anything on the horizon, and it's driving 
me insane. All the out gay guys here are nice, 
but most are sassy stereotypical caricature 
flamer types, and I'm not attracted to any of 
them. But those are the kind of people who 
are out at 16.1 just hate thinking I'm alone for 
the foreseeable future. I know the logical thing 
is for me to wait, but how am I supposed to 
wait? Is there any alternative? 

Whiny Angsty Sad Teen Entreats Dan 

Sorry, but you’re gonna get the same advice I 
give to hard and hard-up 16-year-old straight 
boys: Worry less about getting your 16-year- 
old self laid and more about getting your 
20-year-old self laid. Get out of the house and 
do shit, get books and read shit, volunteer 
for a political organization and change shit. 
You’ll have more boys to choose from in a few

years, and you’ll be a more interesting, more 
informed, more attractive guy thanks to all 
that doing, reading and volunteering. Beat 
off in the interim, remembering to vary your 
masturbatory routine (left hand, right hand; 
firm grip, soft touch; with toys, without; lots 
of lube, just a drop; etc.), and try to cultivate 
your own erotic imagination (translation: 
Don’t jerk off to Internet porn exclusively; 
use your imagination once in a while). 

I’m not telling you that you should wait 
until you’re 20 to date. But you’ll find the next 
few years less aggravating if you take the long 
view and keep busy, all the while jerking it 
to your part’s content. And who knows? You 
might meet a nice boy while you’re out there 
doing shit. 

As for those “sassy stereotypical caricature 
flamer types” ... 

SSCFTs can be attractive, and some guys 
are into SSCFTs. But some boys react to the 
pressures of being young, gay and out by dial¬ 
ing it up to 20. It’s a force field—it’s a fierce 
field—that many SSCFTs eventually drop. 
Which is to say: You may have already met 
your next boyfriend, but his fierce field was 
up. You might want to give ’em a little time. 

My 13-year-old nephew, who is straight, was 
in a play last year. It was a very positive experi¬ 
ence. The only problem is one of the theater 
group's fans, who is 50 and gay, befriended my 
sister and seems to be fixated on my nephew: 
He posts to my nephew's Facebook page, 
he's constantly asking my sister to allow my 
nephew to spend the night at his apartment, 
etc. I would like you to weigh in on this situ¬ 
ation, Dan. Other family members share my 
suspicions, but we're afraid to say anything to 
my sister because she has a temper. Should I 
go ahead and tell my sister and brother-in-law 
that I think the guy is attracted to my nephew? 

A Worried Aunt 

Thanksgiving, 2019: “I’m so sorry you got 
raped when you were 13.1 thought something 
was off about that guy. But I didn’t say any¬ 
thing at the time because I was afraid your 
mom would yell at me. So, um, pass the yams?” 

Unless you’re looking forward to making 
an apology like that after your nephew con¬ 
fronts his whole family for failing to protect 
him when he was a child, you should speak 
the fuck up. Talk to your sister, temper be 
damned, and talk to your nephew, too. Your 
sister could be color-blind in addition to 
being an angerbomb—prone to rages and 
incapable of seeing red flags—and it’s pos¬ 
sible your nephew already told his mother 
that this man makes him uncomfortable and 
got yelled at himself. 

Firmly raise your concerns, but don’t make 
accusations. You may not have all the infor¬ 
mation. It’s possible this man has no sexual 
interest in your nephew. It’s also possible 
your nephew is gay, recently came out to his 
mother and father but wasn’t ready to come 
out to his extended family, and this man 
is mentoring your nephew at your sister’s 
request. But even so, fiftysomething gay men 
do not invite 13-year-old boys to sleepovers 
for the same reason fiftysomething straight 
men don’t invite 13-year-old girls to 
sleepovers: Suspicions will be aroused, even 
if nothing else is. In my opinion, the invite 
itself is a mentor-disqualifying display of 
piss-poor judgment.
